Fidamira. I think. Sir, our hafte may now part us upon e^ 
qual Terms, they both feem to require the Profecution olF 
our Way. 

Genork. The gentlenefs of your Converfation, Lady, and 
the harflinefs of your Ckmdition doth deferve, and feem to 
need a Wim, 1 will leave with you. 

7^% allv^ur Joys have letfure^ Sorrows hcfie^ 
Tpur Wifiies only by Succefs difplac^d. 

Enter Pantamora, . 

Vamamora. How unfure are the calmeft Harbours, Mortali- 
ty can anchor in? Fortune hath raiied a Storm for me, that 
drives me out even of this Security, and makes the eicpofufe 
of myfetf to the wide Ocean of the World again, a wifli'd for 

Safety. My finking here now is inevitable, and this lafe De- 

Icent is more un(ijifierable to me than ftriking on a Rock, and
